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The most comprehensive exhibition of 19th century German painting ever to be shown 
outside of Germany will open to the public on December 9 , at the Cleveland Museum 
of Art . 

The exhibition consists of 106 works on loan from 16 museums in West Germany, from 
the collections of the West German Federal Republic, and from four private 
collections. Virtually all major artists of the period are included - 40 painters 
in all - many of whom are represented by several examples. 

The exhibition is the result of four years of planning. Professor Kermit S. Champa 
of Brown University (formerly of Yale), has worked with Andrew C. Ritchie (Director 
of the Yale University Art Gallery), a co-ordinating committee of four museum 
directors from West Germany, and with cultural representatives from the West German 
foreign office to secure the best and most representative group of loans possible. 

All major types of painting in 19th century Germany are included in the exhibition. 
Works by the German Romantics, by the Nazarenes, by later German painters who like 
the Nazarenes worked in Rome, and by naturalist and realist painters from every 
point in the century are presented together in a complex panorama of artistic variety. 

"This exhibition," said Professor Champa, "will serve both to introduce German 
19 -century painting as the most effective and formidable alternative to French 
painting of the same period, and to remind viewers that large numbers of both 
British and American painters chose to study in Germany rather than France, 
throughout the 19th century. 
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n And, since no non-German museum displays a viable collection of 19th-century 
German painting the current exhibition provides what will be for most viewers a 
unique opportunity to study and enjoy first hand the works of artists now known 
more by reputation than by example in this country / r 

Among the artists represented by their most characteristic works will be Caspar 
David Friedrich, Philipp Otto Runge, Peter von Cornelius, Adolf von Menzel, Hans von 
Marees, Arnold Bbcklin, Wilhelm Leibl, Hans Thoma, Max Lieberman, and Lovis Corinth. 

Professor Champa and his wife, Kate hodges Champa, have provided a comprehensive 
catalogue which includes an extended essay on the history of 19th century German 
painting as well as discussions and illustrations of each painting in the exhibition. 

The exhibition will be at the Cleveland Museum of Art from December 9, through 
January 24, 1971 and it may be seen daily during museum hours. Admission will 
be $1.00 for adults and 50 cents for students and those under 18. 

Following this showing, the exhibition will be at the Art Institute of Chicago 
from February 27, through March 28, 1971. 

A Lecture Series is scheduled to complement the exhibition. The program is sponsored 
by the Junior Council of the Cleveland Museum of Art and will be held at the Cleveland 
Institute of Art. Lecturers include: Professor Kermit S. Champa (author of the 
exhibition catalogue; Victor H. Miesel (University of Michigan); Klaus G. Roy 
(the Cleveland Orchestra); Robert Rosenblum (New York University). Tickets may be 
obtained from the Institute of Art or by telephoning: 421-7340; they are available 
for the entire series or for individual lectures. 
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
